How do y ou convince thousands of intelligent 
y oung women that reading has nothing to do 
with letters and sounds? Simp le. Like this; 


First, y ou announce loudly and with full con- 
victicm that our method of writing English is 
not based on p ronuncia* 
lion. 
Imp ossible, 
y ou 
say ? 
Every body knows that all 
alp habetic 
sy stems 
are 
p honetic? CMi no. I quote 
from p age 297 of ‘'Reading 
and t h e Educative Proc­ 
ess” by Dr. Paul Witty of 
Northwestern U n 1 versity : 
•'English is essentially an 
Unp honetic language.” 
This is so ridiculous that 
ft should be p ossible to just laugh about it and 
forget it. But 
the 
reading 
"exp erts” have 
created so much confusion that it’s necessary 
to refute this nonsense. 
Well then; 
All 
alp habetic 
.sy stems 
are 
p honetic; the two words mean the same thing. 
The only rouble is that English is a little more 
Irregular than other languages. Hnw much 
more has been established by three or four in­ 
dep endent re.searchers. They all came up with 
the same figure. 
About K* p er cent of all English words are 
p artly irregular in their sp elling 
The other 
97 p er cent follow fixed rules. Even the 13 
p er cent are not "unp honetic,” as Dr. Witty 
calls it, but u.suaMy contain just one irregularly 
sp elled vowel; 
done is p ronounced "dun,” 
one is p ronounced "wun,” are is p ronounced 
*'ar,” and so <m. 
“ Don’l Tea ch lA» tlen * ' 
So our English sy stem of writing is of course 
p honetic, but has a few more excep tions to 
the rules than (rther languages. 
The next step in this great structure of non­ 
sense and confusion is careful avoidance of the 
teaching of letters; 
"Current p ractice in the teaching of read­ 
ing does not require a knowledge of the let­ 
ters,” say s Dr. Donald D. Durrell of Boston 


University . "In remedial work, such knowl­ 
edge is help ful ” 
If they had their way . our teachers would 
never tell the children that there are letters 
and that each letter rep resents a sound. 
Phonics is usually discussed in this litera­ 
ture as something that i4up id and ignorant 
p arents are ap t to bring up . 1 am not joking: 
Our teachers are carefully coached in what 
to answer p arents who comp lain about the 
abandonment of p hcmics. 
For instance, let me quote from an ‘'(rfficial’* 
p amp hlet on "Teaching Reading” by Dr. Ar­ 
thur I. Gates (of Teachers Cdlege, Columbia 
University ) p ubli.shed by the National Educa­ 
tion Association. 
Mo th er* $ Fa u lt 
"When a mother 
storms 
to 
the school,” 
writes Dr. Gates, "to p rotest delay ing the 
starting of the child to read or what she imag­ 
ines is the failure to teach good old p hcmics, 
it is likely that things have already hap p ened 
in the home which are having a disadvantageous 
—indeed, sometimes a 
disastrous—influence 
on the p up il’s efforts to learn. Had the mother 
understood the school’s p olicy , p rovided it is a 
good one. the home life might have been or­ 
ganized in such a way a.s to a.ssi.st the p up il 
gre&tly .” 
In other words, if a p arent comp tnin.s that 
y ou don’t teach her child the sound.s of the 
letters, tell her the child can’t read because 
.she has made his home life unhap p y . 
That's what y mi get on the subject of p ho­ 
netics in our literature on the teaching of 
reading. And what do the bo<As contain in­ 
stead? With what do they fill all those fat 
volumes with hundreds (rf p ages if they don't 
mention the letters and sounds of the ali^abet? 
Very simp le: Those books are not about read­ 
ing at all but about word guessing.

Because, y ou see, if a child isn’t taught the 
sounds of the letters, then he has absolutely 
nothing to go by when he tries to read a word. 
All he can do is guess.

The entire content of Chap ter 3, and most 
ef the rest 
the Rudolf Flesch bock, "Why 
Johnny Can't Read,” is based on the assump ­ 
tion that p honics is not being taught in our 
schools. This assump tion is absolutely false. 
As I p ointed out in com­ 
menting on Chap ter 1, in 
Lincoln, p hcmics is given 
attention from kindergar­ 
ten through the entire read­ 
ing p rc^ram . 
The idea of "word guess­ 
ing" is also a misrep resen­ 
tation. After a child has 
had some reading instruc­ 
tion, he knows his basic 
vocabulary and he does de­ 
velop the ability to sound 
out words. In fact, one of 
the very imp ortant objectives in the teaching

of reading i.s to help children so that they can 
"unlock” new words. 
S eein g th e Ka n g a ro o 
Dr. Flesch uses the illustration of the sen­ 
tence, "I saw a kangaroo.” If this wcwd were 
used in grade one, it p robably would be given 
^long with a p icture of a kangaroo. This is 
good teaching because we know that an asso­ 
ciation between the p icture and the word is a 
sound basis for learning the new word. How­ 
ever, this ty p e of ap p roach does not continue 
on through the reading p ri^ram . Again I sug­ 
gest that (xie has to go bey ond an examination 
of the p rim ers if he is to get an hcmcst p icture 
of what takes p lace in the teaching ci reading. 
In his closing p aragrap h. Dr. Flesch say s, 
"Reading never starts. The guessing goes on 
and on. through grade school, through high 
school, through college, through life. It’s all 
they ’ll ever know. They ’ll never really learn 
to read.” This statem ent is not true of schools 
throughout America. It is esp ecially not true 
See FREDSTROM.

As a 
teacher 1 foun d that the child who 
had been taught his letters at 
home before en terin g school was 
in variably the poor read er an d it 
was extremely d ifficult to teach 
him to become a good read er. 
I like the method used in Cali­ 
forn ia. Read in g became the majo« * 
in terest for begin n ers, as it should , 
for if a child masters read in g he 
can m aster his other subjects. 
Spellin g an d arithmetic were en ­ 
tirely ign ored in the first grad es. 
Spellin g began in the secon d an d 
the combin ation s of 1-10 in the 
third grad e. The phon ics an d let­ 
ters came later also. 
Fifty books were the require­ 
men ts for the first grad e. These 
books were n ot d ull an d un in ter­ 
estin g, but very in terestin g for I 
looked them over. Comprehen sion , 
n ot oral read in g, was emphasized . 
To build up the vocabulary an d 
d evelop poise an d speakin g ability 
there were lan guage classes where 
the first grad ers told stories to 
the teacher an d class. 
These stories might be from 
their read in g, or from experien ce, 
or figmen ts of the imagin ation . It 
mattered n ot. 
These stories were 
written on the blackboard by the 
teacher an d read back to the class. 
Thus child ren d eveloped their per­ 
son alities an d overcame shyn ess.

Hine.s said reports are not re­ 
ceiv ed from d octors “becau se they 
are bou nd by confid ential patient 
relationships. Parents are relu ctant 
to report to the state becau se (rf 
their prid e and fo r fear the chil­ 
d ren will hav e to go away to 
achool.” 
**If we cou W only Warn abou t 
the blind kid s while they are still 
u nd er two y ears of age,” Hines 
aaid , ”75 per cent o i the trou ble 
these kid s are going to hav e in 
their lifetimes cou ld be av oid ed .

Salk polio vaccine is a precious 
product, about 10 per cent of all 
that is made literally goes to 
waste. 
The wastage is not due to care­ 
lessness but to a traditicm among 
manufacturers of biologicals that 
all vials must contain a little more 
than enough for the number of dot­ 
es specified on the bottle.
